The new stcpped-up prugnuH of the 
English Popart ment, allowing sophomores 
to take ■ wider ratine of courses, marks 
a significant improvement in the curri- 
culum at MWC I" the English depart- 
ment, under whBM jurisdiction every 
MWC -indent must pass at least 12 hours 
Of work, the average student may feel as 
though she is heinx ushered ttHTOUgfe her 
two years in a massive herd. Since every 
sophomore is required to take an English 
course, this new policy will have wide 
spread application and importance. 

Until this year, sophomores have beta 
required to take a survey course in either 
English or American literature. Under 
the new program, however, they will have 
■ wide variety of classes from which to 
choose. The new courses to he opened to 
sophomores this fall will cover such spe- 



cialized areas of literature as Short Fie 
tion, The Novel, Shakespeare, Trajredy, 
Comedy and Satire, and English litera- 
ture of the Romantic and Victorian 
Periods. 

With the opportunity to specialize in 
a field of her own choice, the average 
student is likely to maintain a higher 
level of interest in and enthusiasm for her 
Kngl ish course than has been usual under 
the old system. Now, rather than be pre- 
sented with a choice between only two 
courses, l>oth of which are rat,her broad 
and gWMntl in scope, a sophomore can 
pick a field of special interest to herself 
and take a course of intensified study in 
that area. Interest and enthusiasm will lie 
stimulated, and the results will be ex- 
citing.

Honors Program 
Allows Extensive 
Individual Study 



The honors program at Mary 
Washington College is a plan of 
independent study for qualified 
senior. The program is carried 
on in an advanced seminar or un- 
der faculty supervision. Candi- 
dates fcr the honors program 
P'.esrnt a research thesis, a se- 
rifs of essays, or a creative pro- 
ject in their tield. In addition, the 
candidate is examined orally on 
her work by a lacul'.y member or 
faculty committee. The honors 
program is for the superior stu- 
dent interested in investigating 
some topic more extensively 
than the courses here normally 
permit. 

A student, in order to qualify 
for honors work, must have main- 
tained a B average in her major 
and related fields and a general 
average of B during five semes- 
ters. An application must be 
completed by May 1 of the jun- 
ior year. If a student is consider- 
ing "honors work, she should begin 
investigating the opportunities by 
the second semester of her sopho- 
more year. 

At any time, a student may dis- 
cuss the possibility of honors work 
with an interested I acuity mem- 
ters. An application must be 
however, she must have permis- 
sion from the department in which 
she plans to do the honors work. 
Then she must submit a state- 
ment of aims to the Committee 
on Academic Excellence. 

Honors work takes tiie place of 
cix semester hours credit, or eight 
semester hours credit in the la- 
boratory sciences. After accept- 
ance for honors work by the Com- 
mittee of Academic Excellence, 
th? studejit is introduced to the 
faculty and student body at the 
Chancellor's Convocation in the 
fall. If the work is successfully 
completed by graduation, the hon- 
ors student will be awarded a 



bachelor's d?giee with honors in 
her field. This is indicated in the 
Commencement Program. Tie 
fact that a Student has done 
hOtWrl work will apepar on her 
diploma and on her permanent 
record. 

The fact that a student does 
undergraduate work in honors 
does not imply that she plans to 
attend graduate •cheat. It may 
simply mean that because of a 
superior ability and a particular 
intellectual interest, her needs are 
best satisfied by a program of in- 
de|*ndent study. It may mean 
that the student desires to learn 
how to do academic work on her 
own initiative. However, in most 
areas of graduate study, honors 
work is the best satisfied by a 
program oi independent study. It 
may mean that the student de- 
sire.? to learn how to do academic 
work on her own initiative. How- 
ever, in most areas of graduate 
study, honors work is the best 
preparation offered by Mary 
Washington College fcr the poten- 
tial graduate student. 

Only one graduating senior. 
Wendy Sharlwell, is completing 
her honors work this year Wendy, 
an English major, has the topic, 

"William Blake and Dante Gabriel 
Rossetti." Junior Carolyn Hawk- 
er, recently tapped by Mortar 
Board, has been accepted for hon- 
ors work in art. Several othe- ris- 
ing seniors have applied for per- 
mission to do honors work, but all 
acceptances have not been sent 
out. 

Interested students who meet 
the qualifications and who have 
the genuine interest are urged lo 
take an interest in the honors pro- 
gram. Not only does it benefit the 
individual, the honors program, if 
pursued by more students here, 
will also enable Mary Washington 
to achieve a higher academic rat- 
ing.

JSaeh experimenter is part of a 
group going to one country and 
they travel abroad by plane or 
ship. The experimenters have an 
mt.nsive training and orientation 
dlKuatittj the culture, customs, 
and language of the host coun- 
try on board ship or before reach- 
ing the town in which they will 
live. 

Compatibility an Aim 

The fust month consists of a 
i homes ay in w ich individuals art 
placed in separate homes which 
have been selected in an attempt 
lo term compatible relationships. 
During this four weeks the ex- 
perimenter and his family will 
visit points of local interest and 
enjoy social functions together. 
This may vary as widely as at- 
tending a ' panciiayat" in In.!ia. 
witnessing a tribal ceremony in 
Nigeria, or interviewing a burgo- 
master in Holland. These four 
girls will become a part of their 
new family and join in then work 
1 as well as their reereatirn. 

An informal trip is planned for 
about two or three weeks follow- 
ing (he homestay. It is the oppor- 
tunity to repay in some meas- 
ure the generous hospitality of the 
host family and a member of that 
family becomes he experiment- 
er's guest. The new binational 
group journeys through their coun- 
try by train, plane, boat. bus. bi- 
cycle, on foot, or a combination of 
these. This trip consists of camp- 
ing out. hiking, mountain climb- 
ing in some countries, and living 
in youth hotels in others. Each 
group also spends several days in 
an outstanding city of their coun- 
try such as Paris. I/>ndon. Copen- 
hagen, or New Delhi. At the end 
of the informal trip the girls will 
return to their family for a few 
days before departing. 

Evaluation Included 

Each group and individual eval- 
uates their summer and the ac- 
complishment of the goals ef the 
Experiment. The Experiment in 
International Living was founded 
in 1932 as an attempt to find an 
answer to the most pressing ques- 
tion of our times: "can people 
of different nations understand 
one another well enough to see to 
it that their governments live 
peacefully together!"
